Cox ousted 
in Westland

Westland Councilman David 
Cox — who also serves as assis¬ 
tant to Romulus Mayor William 
Oakley — was removed from his 
Westland council seat Tuesday by 
an overwhelming recall vote of 
residents of that city. 

He remains however as Oak¬ 
ley's top assistant in Romulus. 

Meanwhile in Westland, an 11- 
month recall drive ended in the 
apparent removal of Councilmen 
Cox and David James from office. 

“Hard work and persistence 
paid off,” said Mario Gracin, Who 
led the campaign with his wife, 
Brenda. The door-to-door cam¬ 
paign took its toll on Brenda, who 
injured her knee while passing 
out campaign literature, and who 
is now on crutches. 

With all the precincts counted, 
but not the absentee ballots, the 
unofficial vote stood at 2,564-1,073 
(70-30 percent) to remove Cox and 
2,436-1,234 (66-34 percent) to re¬ 
move James at 10 p.m. Tuesday. 

Recall supporters, who gath¬ 


ered at the Oddfellows Temple in 
Wayne for an election night victo¬ 
ry party, cheered the results as al¬ 
most every precinct voted in favor 
of the recall. 

Citizens targeted Cox and 
James after they and former coun- 
cil members Trav Griffin and 
Sharon Scott voted on Jam 18 to 
dismiss clerk Pat Gibbons. Cox 
and Griffin had booted Gibbons 
from her office and they forced 
her to surrender her clerk office 
keys before the vote. 

At the victory party, several re¬ 
call supporters predicted that the 
recall would lead to a changing of 
the guard at city hall. The removal 
of Cox and James and the resigna¬ 
tion of Griffin and Scott left only 
one ally of Mayor Bob Thomas on 
the council, Council President 
Sandra Cicirelli. 

“The silent majority has spo¬ 
ken,” said Mario Gracin. 

A consensus among celebrants 
was that there would be no more 
recalls in the near future. That it 
was time to appoint new council 
members willing to listen to citi¬ 
zens’ concerns and get on with the 
city’s business.

MAUD seeking dry holiday 


With the Christmas holiday 
speeding up on our calendars, 
leaders of the Michigan Mothers 
Against Drunk Drivers are press¬ 
ing their annual six week blitz 
against drinking and driving. 

As they press their red-ribbon 
campaign in the western Wayne 
County area, a MADD spokesper¬ 
son reminds local drivers that 
‘two out of every three children 
killed in alcohol related crashes 
are actually passengers in vehi¬ 
cles operated by drunken dri¬ 
vers/’ 

This tragic figure has led 
MADD to team up with law en¬ 
forcement efforts to crack down 
on those flaunting child passenger 
safety law. 


Shirley Walker, chairperson of 
Michigan MADD, said “we come 
together now to make people 
aware of a real danger for chil¬ 
dren, who ride with adults who in¬ 
sist on driving while they are alco¬ 
hol impaired.” 

Many communities began the 
holiday effort on Thanksgiving 
Eve and will continue it through 
New Years Eve. 

In the past five years, 51 chil¬ 
dren (ages 15 and under) were 
killed while riding with a drunk 
driver and another 35 were killed 
when the car they were riding in 
was crushed by another vehicle 
operated by a drunk driver 

One of the saddest such inci¬ 
dents occurred when 10-year-old 


Michael Delashmit was killed, 
while being driven home by his di¬ 
vorced father after a weekend 
stay at the father's home. 

The victim’s mother said she 
had divorced the boy’s dad be¬ 
cause of his drinking problems, 
but never dreamed her ex-hus¬ 
band would drink before driving 
his son anywhere. 

Sadly the father had a .18 blood 
alcohol level when he was in¬ 
volved in the fatal crash. 

While he survived the crash, 
the boy died of a broken neck

Like the current soap opera being 
played out at the presidential level, 
this never-ending story in Westland 
continues to spew bad blood each 
and every week at council chambers 
and other environs. Recall propo¬ 
nents would certainly say it is a nec¬ 
essary evil, and rightfully so, but 
now that the election is over, it is 
time to respect the results and move 
on to consensus building. 

More specifically Westland must 
make it known that it is a govern¬ 
ment for all the people. In the past 
many would argue City Hall exists 
to benefit the pocketbooks of the in¬ 
ner circle.

Did Romulus voters win??? 


At this point it looks like a two- 
man race for mayor in Romulus 
in 2001, but a third major element 
will be debated for months by Ro¬ 
mulus voters. 

About four years ago the city 
was asked to double the time al¬ 
lotment for its elected officials 
from two to four years. 

It was ballyhooed that if the voters gave 
Romulus mayors the extended political 
terms it would give them the availability to 
hire better quality department heads, etc. 

That issue is sure to come up in coming 
weeks/months, along with the issue of higher 
elected officials’ salaries. 

Those salaries have climbed substantially 
in recent years -- and with it the hope that 
some business executives would consider 
running for office in Romulus. 

But to date it appears that those unnamed 
business executives appear to favor the job- 
safety (?) of that business world. 

Issues are not being aired at this time -- 
except for generalities in the mayor’s race, 
but what Mayor William Oakley (as the first 
four year mayor) has done with that time pe¬ 
riod is sure to be debated. 
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This Saturday local Po¬ 
lice Officer Alan Lambert 
is expected to make it offi¬ 
cially a two-man race for 
the top city post. 

Deputy Sheriff and local 
Councilman William 
Wadsworth flirted for a 
while with running for 
mayor in 2001. But with his retirement from 
law enforcement delayed six or so 
months...so has any plan by Wadsworth to 
run for mayor. 

Key potential backers that Wadsworth 
could have drawn from appear to be ready 
to back Lambert at least at the outset. 

It is hoped that issues...not personal at¬ 
tacks...will be the main element of the 2001 
campaign. 

That may be asking too much...but exam¬ 
ining the difference between department 
heads during Oakley’s first two year term 
and those in his current four year term find 
limited differences...and members of the 
public have revealed they are strongly 
aware of that. 

They are currently asking “Did we win by 
extending our city leaders’ terms?”

David James, and Sharon Scott

This action was deformed be¬ 
cause council not only gave away 
the store in virtually awarding the 
bid to Kathy, who owed the city 
property taxes, over developer 
Rex Rosenhaus, who didn’t, but 
because political inbreeding 
blinded the city attorney and 
council members from seeing 
through the mountain of cow dung 
piled up in the council chambers. 
You see, tax deadbeats are not 
supposed to be able to purchase 
property from the city until they 



pay up. 

The inbreeding described by 
Ron Makino was the relationship 
between the city attorney’s firm 
and Kathy Makino. The firm rep¬ 
resented Makino in her divorce

Plakas also advised the council 
on how to set up a situation where 
Kathy could have six months to 
purchase the property, something 
that could potentially benefit his 
firm’s client 

The above named council 
members - all close to Kathy and 
some of her business partners, all 
receivers of campaign contribu- 
from her or some of her business 
partners - were blinded by their 
close relationship to her 

At the June 5 meeting, Scott 
said that she knew that Kathy was 
not privy to the delinquent tax 
bills. 

“You are no longer, uh, Mrs. 


Ronald Makino,” she said. “You 
since are divorced. Is that true? Is 
that true? 1999?” 

Kathy answered: “That’s cor¬ 
rect My husband moved out of my 
home in 1997, so I think all of 
these taxes are following that” 

But at the Nov. 6 meeting, Ron 
said that he moved out of the 
house in 1998, not in 1997. That 
the couple was divorced on June 
5, 2000, and that their property 
was held in a partnership called 
Makino and Makino. 

“Kathy Makino collected and 
deposited all of the receivables 
and [supposedly] paid all 
payables, including property tax¬ 
es,” he said. “’’Kathy Makino was 
supposed to pay the property tax¬ 
es because she collected the re¬ 
ceivables. I was as surprised as 
anyone when I saw the property 
taxes that were owed.” 

The Ron blasted Cox and Grif¬ 
fin for not doing “their homework 
very well” - they could have easily 
called him, Ron said. 

Ron blasted Cicirelli, an attor¬ 
ney, for not checking the records 
or asking Plakas, “as his firm rep¬ 
resented Kathy Makino in the di¬ 
vorce proceedings,” he said. 

As a result,, council awarded 
the property to Kathy Makino over 
Rosenhaus, in effect giving her an 
interest-free loan of $51,001 for six 
months. 

When the six months expires 
next week, the city will have been 
out interest on the money. At 10 
percent, a low rate for a commer¬ 
cial loan, the inbreeding between 
Kathy Makino and her close coun¬ 
cil relations conceivably cost the 
city about $2,550 in lost interest

In Huron Township, a 
lame duck Board of Trustees 
voted to take away the city’s 
legal notices business from 
the Huron River Weekly in 
what many perceivdd as a 


“payback” for the newspa¬ 
per’s political stance in the 
recent election. This de¬ 
spite the fact that legal no¬ 
tices will now cost local res¬ 
idents nearly double that 
charged by that paper which 
has more than twice the cir¬ 
culation of the new benefi¬ 
ciary of the Board’s action. 

A similar scenario played 
out in Romulus a couple of 
elections ago when the legal 
notice business was taken 
from the Romulus Roman, 
for real or imagined politi¬ 
cal reasons, and given to a 
competing paper at a higher 
cost with less circulation. 


That action was reversed the 
following year when cooler 
heads prevailed. 

It is one thing to take pot¬ 
shots at your political oppo¬ 
nents after an election. It is 
an entirely different matter 
to use the power of city gov¬ 
ernment to punish those, op¬ 
ponents economically, espe¬ 
cially at additional cost to 
the taxpayers and to the 
detriment of the community 
as a whole.

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It’s safety first at railroad crossings 


To the Editor: 

What are you to do when com¬ 
ing to a railroad crossing? Say 
that it’s OK to cross the tracks? 
Look both ways? Keep safety first 
in mind when going over rail¬ 
road tracks or what? We all ought 
to know that when around rail 
lines or most of all going over 
railroad tracks that it’s very im¬ 
portant to always keep in mind 
‘‘SAFETY FIRST!” 

Now that a lot of railroad 
tracks are changing to ribbon rail, 
trains can go as fast as 80 mph! 
And when they get to such speeds 
it takes a lot to stop and it can 
cause a derailment! How can it 
cause a derailment? When trains 
have to make sudden stops the 
brakes may not take hold on 
some rail cars. They may lock up 
and cause the wheels to slide on 


the track and as they slide on the 
rails, the wheels can get flat 
spots. When the crew of that train 
does a brake check to see if all 
the brakes are released, they may 
not know what brakes may have 
locked up until the train starts to 
go. So as the train gets to move 
again, the car or cars that the 
brakes lock up may have caused 
small to large flat spots. As those 
flat spots on the wheels come 
down on the rail, it can make a 
small to a very loud noise. It can 
cause the rail to get a crack or if 
in the right spot could derail. It 
can be a costly thing to the rail¬ 
road. 

Take the issue where tank cars 
in one town have derailed and 
exploded and where people in 
such a town had to evacuate and 
get out The railroads would like 


you to keep safety first in mind 
and do them a good favor! 

Now take time to think about 
the accident north of Frontenac, 
Minnesota, where an NSP utility 
buck was going across the tracks 
and was hit The sad thing was 
the driver died due to not think¬ 
ing of safety first as NSP work¬ 
ers want you to think of, when 
around power lines and leaking 
gas lines. 

Take the case where a truck 
went around the crossing arms 
and went in front of an Amtrak 
train and caused the train to de¬ 
rail. Some people lost, their 
lives. 

There was a case where a little 
boy in the Twin Cities, who was 
playing in the rail yard beneath 
some rail cars. The train then 
started to move and the boy was 


caught underneath and lost his 
life for being in a place he ought 
not to have been. 

When at a crossing, respect 
others at the crossing. In another 
case in Indiana where a driver 
pushed a car ahead of him into 
an oncoming train and it was a 
surprise that the girl survived be¬ 
ing dragged almost a mile. 

Being a rail fan for 30 some 
years, I know the value of rail¬ 
roads and know all the safety 
measures to take when going 
over rail lines or walking beside 
them and doing research on 
them. Railroads have a lot of val¬ 
ue and we should be thankful for 
them. The towns who lost rail 
services can see why railroads 
have a lot of value. So put a smile 
on the engineers of the trains as 
well as the other who work for 


the railroads, that you are re¬ 
membering safety first and want 
to see less accidents and even 
less derailments. 

If your am an owner of a 
UHF/VHF scanner as millions 
are now days, you can listen to 
the workers of the railroad talk¬ 
ing back and forth to each other 
or the dispatchers giving out or¬ 
ders. Here are the frequencies 
for the railroads of this area 
Burlington Northern, Santa Fe 
160-695 MHz, Sooline/CP 160-770 
MHz, Union Pacific 161-040 MHz, 
Wisconsin Central 161-295 MHz. 

So remember safety first when 
around rail lines and save our 
roads and move it by rail! May 
God bless you all each day.

In his eighth year as head

Rookie coach faces major challenges

Steve Brooks must be a 
masochist 

How else can one explain his 
acceptance to do what many be¬ 
lieve is impossible? 

Brooks has taken on the re¬ 
sponsibility of picking up the 
pieces to the Inkier High a shat¬ 
tered basketball program. The 
program came under scrutiny by 
the Michigan High School Athlet¬ 
ic Association for a whole slew of 
violations, including the use of an 
ineligible football player, not noti¬ 
fying a host school that it (Inkster 
High) would not field a team for a 
district basketball playoff game, 
and violation of contracts with

visiting sports umpires and refer¬ 
ees. 

Brooks, a 1973 Flint Northern 
High School graduate, whose 
coaching credentials include 
coaching AAU teams during his 
12-year tenure as coach, said he 
is eager and ready for the chal¬ 
lenge. 

“There were over 40 players 
who showed up for our first-day 
of scheduled practice,” Brooks 
said. “That’s how eager these 
kids are to play basketball and to 
get started. 

”If given a chance, there isn’t 
anything we can’t do. Look what 


our girls’ basketball team accom¬ 
plished this season.” 

Brooks was referring to the 
Inkster High’s girls’ basketball 
team, a team that posted an un¬ 
precedented 20-0 record in win¬ 
ning its first-ever Mega-Gold Di¬ 
vision basketball championship. 

Unfortunately, because of the 
MHSAA ban, the team was not el¬ 
igible to compete in the post-sea¬ 
son district playoffs. Personal 
pleads by members of the school 
district’s board of education and 
top officials who traveled to 
Lansing to meet with MHSAA’s 
executive board did not persuade 


the MHSAA to lift the sanctions. 

How do you prepare for a sea¬ 
son when you know that your 
team is ineligible to compete for 
the state title? 

“It is difficult,” Brooks admits. 
“It’s also very unfortunate that in¬ 
nocent children have to pay for 
someone’s past violations. But 
these kids have a positive atti¬ 
tude about all of this, so we move 
on from there.” 

Brooks also pointed out that 
installing his program may take 
time. 

“I think we’re all looking for¬ 
ward to the upcoming season and 


to opening day. Attitude is impor¬ 
tant, and I feel we can help cre¬ 
ate a positive attitude in our play¬ 
ers” 

Inkster will open the season at 
home Tuesday night against 
Academy of Detroit, an Inkster- 
based charter school. Then, on 
Friday (Dec. 1) the Vikings take 
on Dearborn, one of the pre-sea¬ 
son picks to win the Mega Confer¬ 
ence, White Division title. 

Monroe, the defending White 
Division champ, moved up to the 
Mega-Red, while conference offi¬ 
cials assigned Inkster to the 
Mega-White. Although the 


Vikings will not be able to com¬ 
pete in the post-season playoffs, 
they will have an opportunity to 
play for their divisional champi¬ 
onship. 

The White Division is not an 
easy one. With such traditional 
basketball powers as Highland 
Park, Robichaud, Dearborn, and 
Fordson in the division, some 
coaches believe the division is as 
good as the Red, and among the 
best in the state. 

“Nothing is going to come 
easy,” says Brooks. “It’s going to 
take a lot of hard work. And these 
kids know it”
